Bridgeport, Conn., Develops 
Through the Discovery of Three 
Boys Victim May Be Identified. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 12.—[Special,}— 
Three boys discovered in a creek here today 
portions of the body of an auburn-haired, 
blue-eyed young woman about 27 years old. 
The head and mutilated legs alone were 
found. The trunk was missing. 

The legs were severed at the knees and 
slashed between the upper and middle por- } 
tions of the thigh. Physicians say no sur- 
geon did the work. Between the woman's 
eyes is a contusion such as a blunt instru- 
ment would make. 

The woman’s teeth were well ns ate for and 
filled with gold. 

The portions of the body were found in 
two bundles, one containing the head and 
the other the mutilated legs. They were 
given over to a policeman and taken to the 
morgue. 

The mutilated portions were wrapped. in 
rubber sheetings. In the bundles were a 


undergarments. They were weighted with 
heavy stones. The pillowcase had been 
stuffed into the woman’s mouth. 

Doctors say that the woman had not been 
dead twenty-four hours when the head and 
legs were found. Death had preceded ampu- 
tation at least four hours in the * of 
the physicians. 

Dr. Downs, one of the medical examiners

paign. 

This morning Acting Secretary Meiklejohn 
and General Corbin went to the Executive 
Mansion and held a two hours’ conference 
with the President. They argued that the 
men at Montauk Point were notin condition 
| to parade and submitted a telegram from 

Brigadier General Davis, who was sent to 
Camp Wikoff to investigate and who said 
that not more than 5 per cent of the men 
were in condition to endure the proposed 
display. 

The President was told that the parade 
would amount to nothing if only this number 
participated, and that in addition a large 
amount of money would have to be spent 
by the government in transporting the sol- 
ers from Montauk Point to New York and 
providing for their comfort during their 
stay in the city. 


President Gives His Veto. 


The Acting Secretary and General Corbin 
argued so well that the President was con- 
vinced and declared that he would not per- 
mit a parade of the veterans from Santiago 
who are at Camp Wikoff.

In prison he has boasted of his crime, and 
he has addressed a letter to a Milan news- 
paper, expressing a fear lest he be mistaken 
by Professor Cabar Tombroso for a degen- 
erate. Dilating in this communication upon 
the objects of militant anarchism, he wrote: 

“Above all it is the great who must be 
struck. Not only sovereigns and their Min- 
isters will be reached by the comrades, but 
all who have made men miserable on earth.“ 

He says he was not impelled by misery 
to kill the Empress, as such a course would 
have been idiotic, but he committed the 
deed in order that such crimes, following 
one upon the other, might cause all who im- 
poverished the populace to tremble and 
shiver. The document concludes with this 
declaration: ‘‘I am an Anarchist by con- 
viction.”’

Weapon Penetrates the Heart. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 12.—The post- 
mortem examination of the body of the late 
Empress of Austria has revealed that the 
weapon of the assassin completely trans- 
fixed the heart, penetrating three and one- 
third inches and making a wound one-sixth 
of an inch wide. The fact that her Majesty 
waiked fifty yards to the steamer is ascribed 
to her remarkable will power and natural 
energy. 

The body of the Empress has been inclosed 
in a triple coffin and placed in a room trans- 
formed into a mortuary chamber. The walls 
of this apartment are veiled with black 
drapery covered with silver stars, and sev- 
eral sisters of charity are continually on 
their knees beside the bier, praying for the 
soul of the departed. Near by stands the 
prayer table of the deceased, bearing her 
rosary and crucifix. |

JUDGE GARY’S VIEW OF ANARCHY 


Chicago Jurist Talks of the Assassina- 
tion of the Empress of Aus- 
| tria 


New York, Sept. 12.—[Special.]—‘ The as- 
sassination of the Empress of Austria is a 
shock to the civilized world. So far as we 
Can know the Empress took no part in the 
government of her country, and we are in- 
formed she despised etiquette and was hap- 
plest when free from the cares of rank. So 
her assassination cannot even be dignified 
with the name political crime. 

So said Judge Joseph E. Gary of Chicago, 
who is visiting friends on West Eightieth 
street, this city. It was Judge Gary who 
presided at the trial of the Chicago An- 
archists, Spies, Schwab, Fielden, Parsons, 
Fischer, Engel, Lingg; and Neebe, charged 
with murder in haymarket square on the 
evening of May 4, 1886, when a bomb was 
exploded and seventy-six policemen were 
wounded, of whom seven died. Under the 
law of Illinois the jury which convicted the 
Anarchists fixed the sentence to be imposed 
upon them. 

It is almost impossible to reason out this 
Anarchist's purpose in killing a woman who 
happened to be an Empress, said the Judge. 
Tou must accept his own explanation. He 


said after his arrest: ‘If all Anarchists did 
their duty as I have done mine bourgeoisie

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER.

There is a new scandal in connection with 
the so unenviably notorious house of Co- 
burg. This time it is the Crown Princess 
of Roumania, eldest daughter of the reign- 
ing Duke of Coburg and granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria, who is the subject of un- 
savory gossip. 
Far and away the prettiest and most dash- 
ing of all the numerous descendants of the 
ultra-respectable British sovereign, she has 
of late developed a mania for flirtation—to 
call it by its mildest name—which is neither 
in keeping with her dignity as a royal Prin- 
cess nor with her status as a wife and a 
mother of young children. 
For the first time since her marriage she 
has quitted her husband, and has been 


staying at various German watering places, 


where her eccentricities, and especially her

King Oscar seems to be singularly unfortu- 
nate in this respect. For only shortly after 
be had conferred the grand cross of one 
of his orders upon the famous Norwegian 
man of letters, Bjornsen, the latter-actual- 
ly had the impudence to challenge his Maj- 
esty to fight a duel, in consequence of his 
having heard that the King had criticised 
one of his poems or plays, I forget which. 

Bjornsen insisted that the criticism, which 
was of the most delicate kind, and in nowise 
calculated to give offense, was totally un- 
merited and unjustified, and had been dic- 
tated merely by base literary jealousy on 
the part of Oscar, who, it is well known, 
has achieved distinction as a playwright, 
as a poet, and as a novelist. 


Every one who is interested in archzology, 
in architecture, and who entertains any 
veneration for the hoary past will share 
the indignation which has been created in 
Europe by the news that the Sultan, in 
order to construct a stone pier at Haifa for 
the landing of the German Emperor and 
Empress when they visit the Holy Land a 
few weeks hence, has torn down the superb 
Crusader castle, distant about twenty miles 
from Haifa, for the purpose of using the 
hewn stone of. which it is built. 

This castle. a grand old pile, erected by 
the Knights Templars during the Crusader 
King’s reign over Palestine, was in such a 
good state of preservation a few months 
ago that many of the stone-arched rooms 
and halls were in actual occupation. The 
vandalism perpetrated in thus déstroying 
this landmark, familiar to most tourists in 
the Holy Land, is on a par with that which 
led the builders of the Suez Canal to use 
for the lining of the Mediterranean en- 
trance exqvisitely carved stone work 
brought from Famagusta, that priceless 
gem of old Venetian cities.
